when he was to uſe Reproofs and Warnings 3- 
gainſt any ſin, his Voice would riſe into a warmth 
which had init very mach of Energy as well as 
Decency; he would brandiſh the Swords, an: 
found the Trumpets of God againſt all Vice, with 
' a moſt penetrating Liveliveſs, and make his Pal- 
Pit another Mougt S;2a;, for the flaſhesof Light- 
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ning therein diſplay'd againſt the -breaches of 
the Law given upon that burning Mountain. And, 
I cbferved, that there was uſually a ipecial fer- 
vour in the Rebukes which he beſtow'd upon 
Carnality, a carnal frame and life in Profeſſors 
of Religion ; when he was to brand the Earthly. 
mindedneſs of Church-Members, and the Allow- 
ance and the Indulgence which they often gave 
unto themſelves in ſenſual Delights, here he was 
a right Boanerges; he then ſpoke, as 'twas faid

le was another property of his Preaching, that 
there was evermore much of Chriſt in it; and 
with Paxil he could ſay, 1 determined to know 
nothing but Jeſus Chriſty having that Bleſſed 
Name in his Diſcourſes, with a frequency like 
that with which Pax mentions it 1n his Epsſtles, 
As *twas notcd of Dr. Bodly, that whatever ſub- 
ject he were upon in the Application, fill his 
Ute of it would be ro drive Men unto the Lord 
Feſw Chriſt ,, ia like manner, the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt was the Loadſtone which gave a touch to , 
all the Sermons of 'our Ehkor ;, a glorious, preci- 
ous, lovely Chriſt was the Point of Heaven which 
they (till yverged unto. * From this Inclination it 
was, that alcho' he printed ſeveral Engl: Books

UT he remembred that he had Lambs in his 
Flock, and like another David he could not 
endure tofee rhe Lion ſeize upon any of them. 
He always had a mighty concern upon his mind 
for little Childrenz "was an affetionate ſtroke 
in one of the little Papers which he publiſhed 
for them, Sure Chriſt ws not willing to loſe hss 
Lambs; and I have cauſe ro remember with 
what an hearty, fervent, zealous Application 
he addreſs'd himſelf, when in the Name of the 
Neighbour Paſtors and Churches he gave me 
the right-hand of Fellowſiip at my Ordination, and 
ſaid, Brother, Art thou a lover of the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt ! Then, I pray, Feed his Lambs, 
One thing whereof he was very deſirous for 
poor Children, was the Covenanting of them ; 
he was very ſolicitous that the Lambs might pals 
nnder the Lord's Tything Rod, and be bronght 
under the Bond of the Covenam. He very openly 
and earneitly maintained, the Cauſe of Infant- 
Baptiſm, 37ainſt a fore of Perſons riſen ſince 
the Reformation, ( among which indeed there are 
any zvdiy Men, that were dear to th? Soul 
of our Elir ) who forgct that in the Goſpel 
Ciurch-itate, as well as in the Fewiſh, the Pro= 
miſe is to Believers and their Children, and are 
unWils 


 *% ? - 
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unwilling to reckon Children among the Diſci- 


ples of Jeſus Chriſt, or to grant, That of ſuch 


1s the Kingdow of Heaven: or tq know, That 
the moſt undoubted Records 'of Antiquity af- 
ficm Infant-Baptiſm to have been an uſage in all 
the Primitive Churches : That even betore the 
early days of Nazianzen, (bryſoſtom, Baſil, eA«= 
thanaſuws, Epipnanins in the Greek, and Ambroſe, 
Jerom, Auſtin in the Latin Church, all of which 
give glorious Teſtimonies. for Ifant-Baptiſm ; 
even Cyprian, before theſe, aſſures us, that in his 
days there was no doubt of itz and Orrger be- 
fore him could ſay, *Twas from the Apoſtles that 
the Church took up. the Baptiſm of Infants; and. 
Clemens Romanus before him could ſay , That 
Children \ſhould be Recipients of the Diſcipline of 
Cbrift ; beſides what plain evidence we have 1n 
Irenews and Juſtin «Martyr ;, and that the very 
Arguments with which tome of the Ancients 
did ſuperſtitiouſly adviſe the delay of Bapriſm, 
do at the ſame time confeſs the Divine Right of 
Iifants in it. Our Eljor could by no means look 
upon the Irfamts of godly Men as Unholy, and 
Unbelievers, and unfit Subjefts to have upon 
them a 1irk of D:dication to the Lord. 
Whereforc, when there was brought among 
us a Book of pious Mr. Norcot's, whereby fome 
became Diſpoſed ro, or Confirmed in a preji- 


dice againſt Peto-Baptiſm, it was not long be® 


fore Mr. Elet publihed a lirtle Anſwer there- 
umo ; the firſt Lines whercof preſently, diſcover 
Waat a Temper he writ it with; fays he, The 
F-11194 
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Book ſpeaks with the Vaice of a Lamb, and I think 
the Author 1s 4 godly, though erring Brother ; but 
he afts the cauſe of a roaring Lion, who by all crafty 
ways ſeeketh to devour the poor Lambs of the Flock of 
Chriſt. And ſo he goes onto plead the Cauſe of 
them that cannot .ſpeak for themſelves. No 
Man could entertain a Perſon of a diff.rent Per- 
ſwaſion from himſelf, with more ſweetneſs and 
kindneſs than he, when he law Aliquid Chriſti, 
or the Fear of Gocl preyailing in them z he could 
uphold a moſt intimate Correſpondence with 
ſuch a Man as Mr. Feſſey, as long as.he lived ; 
and yet he knew how to be an Hammer upon 
their unhappy Errors. 

But having once Baptized the Children of his 
Covenanting Neighbours, he did not as too ma- 
ny Miniſters do, think that he had now done 
withthem, ' No, another thing wherein he was 
very laborious for poor Children was, the Cate- 
chiſing of them ; he kept up the great Ordinance 
of Catechiſing, both publickly and privately, and 
ſpent in it a world of time. About the end of the 
Second Century, Hefore there had inthe lea!t begun 
ro ſtart up new Officers in the Church of God, we 
find there were Perſons called unto the Office of 
Publick Teaching, who were not Paſtors, nog Ru- 
jers, nor call:d unto the Adminiſtration of 0- 
ther Ordinances; thoſe in the Church of Zlex- 
andria, were of a ſpecial Remark aud Renown 
for their Abilities this way ; and their Employe 
ment was to Explain and to Defend the Prins 
ciples of the Chriſtian Religion, unto all with 

| whROM 
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whom they could be concerned. Here was the 
Catechiſt, with reference unto whom the Apoſtle 
ſays, Let the Catechiſed'\communicate unto bim in 
all good things. Now, tho ſome think, a Teach- 
er, purely as ſuch, hath no Right unto further

Irthe Name of Chriſt concludes the whole Ser- 
vice, Thus do they meet together twice every 
Lord's-Day. They obſerve no Holy-days but the 
Lord's-Day, except upon ſome extraordinary oc- 
caſion z and then they ſolemnly ſet apart whole 
Days, either in giving Thanks, or Faſting and 
Praying with great feryour of mind. .

pany ' by three more, gave a viſit unto an 
Aſſembly of Indians, of whom he deſired a Mee- 
ting at ſuch a time and place, that, he might lay 
before them the things of their Eternal P-ace. 
Afﬀter a ſcrious Prayer, he gave them a Sermon 
which continued abour a quarter above an hour, 
and contained the principal-Articles of the Chri- 
ſtian Religion, applying all to the condiricn of 
the Indiaxs preſent. Having done, he asked of 
them, whether they widerſtood ? and with a gene- 
ral reply they anlwered, They underſtood all. He 
then began what was his utual method afcer- 
wards in treating withthem ; that is, he cauſ2d 
them to propound tuch queF#:ons as they pleas'd, 
unto himſelf; and he gave wile and goo an- 
ſwers to them all. Their Queſtions would often, 
tho* not always, reter to what he had newly 
Preached; and he this way not only made a Proof 
of their profiting by bis Miniſtry, tut allo gave 
an Edge to what he delivered unto them. Some 
of their Queſtions wouid be a lirtle Philoſophical, 
and required a good meaſure of Learning in the 
Miniſter concerned with them z but for this onr 
Fliot wanted not, He would allo put proper

The -whole Tranſlation he writ with but one Pcn; 
which Pen, had it not been loſt, would havc 
certainly deſerved a richer Caſe than was bc- 
ſtow'd upon that Pen which Haland writ hisTran- 
ſlation of Plutarch with. The Biblc being juſtly 
made the Leader of all the reſt, a lictle Ind5an Li- 
berary quickly followed : for beſides Primers, and 
Grammars, and ſome other ſnch Compolures, we 
aickly had The Prattice of Piety in the India!

HE Indians that had felt the Impreſſions of 
his Miniſtry, were quickly diſtinguiſhed by 
the name of P-aying-lridians ;, and thele Praying- 
Indians as quickly were for a more decent, aud 
Engliſh way of living , and they deſired a more 
fixed Cohabitation. Art ſcveral Places did they 


{ now combine and ſettle; But the place of great- 


eſt name among their Towns, is that of Narick. 
Here 'cwas, that in the year 1651, thoſe that 


| had heretofore lived like the wild Beaſts in the 


Wilderneſs, now compacted themtelves 'into a 


{| Town , and they firſt apply'd themſclves to the 


forming of their Civil Government. Our Gene- 
ral Court, notwithſtanding their exact ſtudy to 


| keep theſe Indians very ſenlible of their being tub« 


je unto the Exgliſh Empire, yet had allowed 
them their ſmaller Courts, wherein they might 
govern their own ſmaller Cafes and Concerns 
after their own particular modes, and might 
bave their Town-Orders, if I may call them to, 
peculiar to themſelves. With reſpect hereunto, 
Mr. Eljot on a Solemn Faſt made a publick Vow, 


| That ſeeing theſe Indians were not prepoſſeſſed _

nion. Tae Churches of New-England have ulually 
been very ſtrict in theic Adanthons to Chorch- 
Fellowſhip, and required very ſignal demonſtra- 
tions of a Repenting and a Believing Soul, before 
they thought men fit Subjects ro be entruſted 
With the Rights of the Kingdom of Heaven. But 
they leemi'd rather to augment than abate their 
uſual Striftneſs, when the cxamination of the 1x 
dians was to be performed. A day was therefore 
ſet apart, which they called N atootomubtenicuſuk, 
or, a Day of Askhing Queſtions, when the Mini- 
ſters of the adjacent Cuurches, aſliſted with all 


the beſt Interpreters that could be had, publick- 


ly examined a good number of theſe Indians, a- 
bout their Attainments both in Knowledge and in 
Vertue.

Regeneration of their Souls, with ſuch underſtan- 
ding, and affeion as was extreamly grateful to | 
the pious Auditory, Yet ſuch was the ſtrictnels 
of the good people in this Aﬀair, that before 
they would countenance the advancement of 


theſe Indians unto Circh-Frllowſhip, they ordered 
| G 4 cheir 
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their Confeſſions to be written and ſent unto 
all the Churches in the Colony for their '/,p- 
probation ; but fo: approv'd they were ,. that 
afterwards the Meſlengers of all the Churches 
giving their preſence and cotiſent, they became 
a Church, and choſe Mr. Bowrr to be their P:i- 
ſtor; who was then by Mr, Elio and Mr. Cer- 
ton Ordain'd unto that Office over them. From 
hence Mr, Elzor and Mr. Cotton went over to an 
Ind called -Hartha's Vineyard, where God had 
ſo ſucceeded the,honeſt Labours of ſome, and 
particularly of the Mayhew's, as that a Church 
was gathered. 


This Church, after Faſting ' and Prayer, chiaſe 


one Hiacooms to be their: Paſtor, Jovn Tockinoſh, 
an able and a'tdiferee: Chrit3ari to be their Teach- 
er; Folhua Munmeecheegs and: Fobn Nanaſo to 
be ruling Eliders's and theſe were then Ordained 
by Mr. Elo and'Mr. Cotton thereunto. Diſtance 
_ of Habitation/cawled: this one' Church by mutual 
agreement afterwards to become two ; . the Pa- 
ſtor and one Ruling-Elder taking one part, and 
the Teacher and one Ruling Etder another; and 
at 'Nantucker, another adjacent iſland, was ano- 
ther Church of- F.45ans quickly gathered, who 


choſe an Indian, Fohn Gibs, to be- their Miniſter. 


Theſe Churches are ſo exatt in their Admillion, 
and fo ſolemn. in their Diſcipline, and ſo ſerious 
In their Communion, that ſome of the Chriſti: 
 Engbſb in the Neighbourhood, which would have 
been loth to have'mix ed with them jn 2 c:vrl Ke- 
lation, yet have gladly done it ina ſacred One.

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.*Tis needleſs for me to repeat what my Fa- 
ther has written about the other /nd4ian Colt 
gregations; only there having been made men- 
tion of one Hiicooms, | am willing to annex a 
paſlage or two concei ning that memorable Inds- 
an. '- That Indian was a very great Inſtrument 
of bringing his Pagan and wretcied Neighbours, 
to a ſaving acquaintance with our Lord '«cſus 
Chtiſt; and God pave him the honour, not anly 
of fo dorg much: for fome, but allo of ſuffering 
much from others, of thoic unhappy Suyvages. 


Oace particularly, this Hiacooms received a cruth 


blow. from an Jndian Prince, which, if ſome Eh. 
gliſh had not been there, mig''t have ' killed 
tim, for his Praying unto God. And after» 
wards he gave this account of this TFrizl in it ; 
ſaid he, 1 have'two han1s , I had ore hand for 
H,jurves, and the other for God ,, while I did recere 
Wrong: with the one, the other laid the greater bold on 
God. - 

Morcover, the Powaws did uſe to heftor and: 
abule the Praying 11aians at ſuch a rate, as ter- 
rilt'd others from jozning with them; bur once 
when thole Witciies were bragging that they' 
could kill all the Praying Indians if they would , 
Hiacooms repli'd, Let all the Powaws in the Ilind 
come "together , I'll ventnre my ſelf in the muoft of 
them Fr them uſe all their Wiutchcrafts, with the 
help of God I'll tread upon them all. By this cous 
rage he flenced the Powaws ; but at the ſame 
time alſo he hcartned the People, at ſuch a rate 


as was truly wondcful ; nor could any of them 
eve 
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ever harm this eminent Confeſſor afterwards ; 
nor: indeed any Proſelite which had been by his 
means brought home to God z yea, *twas ob- 
ſerved after this, that thcy rather kili'd than 
cur'd all ſuch of the H-athen as would yet make

Sickneſſes,

NQ little was the Soul of our Ele infefted 
J with any Envy, as that he long'd for nothing 
more than Fellow-labourers, that might move 
and ſhine 40 the ſame Orb with himſelf ;, he made 
his cries both zo Wod and. Man, for more La- 
bourers to: be thruſt forth into the Indian Har- 
veſt ; and \ndeed it was an Haryclt of ſo few-ie- 
cular , Advantages and Encouragements, that it 
muſt be nothing leſs than a Divine thruſt, which 
could-make any to labouc ia it. He ſaw the an- 
{wer of hjs Prayers, in the generous and vigo- 
rous Attempts made by ſeveral other moſt wor- 
tay Preachers of the Goſp:l, to Goſpeliz: our 
periſhing fadians. As the writing of my Father's 
Letter there were four ; hut the Number of t:-cm 
Increaſes apace among us, At Marthe's Vine 
yard, the old Mr. Mayhew, and ſeveral” of kis 
Sons, -or Grandeſa;1s, have done very worthil; 
tor\the Souls of the Indians ; there were {i-

Mr. Fitch, has made noble Eſſays towards the

Mr. Samuecl Treat, laying out himſelf to fave this

., *Tis my Relation to him, that cauſes me 
to defer unto the laſt place, the mention of 
Mr. Foba Cotton, . who addreſſes the Indians in 
their own Language with an admirable dexteri- 
ty, and has done more than a little Scrvice for 
them. He bired an Indian, after the rate of 
twelve Pence pey day for filty days, to teach him 
the_Indian Tongue; but his knaviſh Tutor ba- 
vins received his whole pay too ſoon, ran away 
before twenty days were out; however, in this 
time he had profired ſo far, that he could 
quickly Preach unto the Natives ; and he has 
ever ſince been doing much for God amoug 


them. Having told my Readcr, that the Se- 
cond 
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his Correction 'and Amendment ; becauſe it is 
not proper for me to ſay much-of him, I ſhall on- 
ly add this remarkable Story :: Mr. Cotton, accom- 
pani'd by the Governor and Major-General, and 
undry Perſons of Quality, made a Journey to a 
Nation of indians 1n the Neighbourhood, with 
a free offer of the Words whereby they mig ht be ſa- 
ved. The Prince took time to conſider of it,and 
according tc the true Engliſh of taking time in 
ſuch caſes, at length he-told them, He did not ac- 
cept the Tendey which they made him. They then 
took their 'Jeaves 'of him, not without firlt pi- 
vinz him this plain and ſhort Admonition, If 
God have any ' Mercy for your miſerable People, he 
will quickly find a way to take you ont of the way. 
"Twas preſently 'atrer this,- that-this Prmce go- 
ing forth to a, Battel againſt another Nation ct 
Indians, was killed in the Fight," and the young 
Prince being 1n his Minority, the Government 
fell into che Hands of Prote@ors, whi: h fayour- 
Ed the Intereſt of the . .oſpe]J, Mr. Cotton be- 
Weg adviſed of ir,' ſpeedily and proſperonſly re- 
newed the Tidings of an Erernal S:viour to the 
Satvages, who taye ever fince attend: d upon his 
, Miniſtry ; and the young, © achim,, after he cgm? 
ro Age, expreſſed his Approvariou of the Ciri- 
ſtian Religion, eſpzcially, when a- while ſince h* 
lay a dying of a te4ios Diſtemper, and woul't 
keep reading of 'Mr. Bxter's Call to the Uncon- 
verted, with floods of Tears'in his Eyes, while 
he had any ſtrength to do it. 
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.,Sach as theſe are the Pciſons whom our Ele 


Teft Engag'd in.the Indian-wortk, when he de-' 


parted from his Employment, unto his Recom- 
pence. And theſe Gentlemen are ſo indefatiga- 
ble in their Labours among the Indians, as that 
the moſt equal Judges mult acknowledge them 
worthy cf much greater Salaries than they are 
generouſly contented with. But one may , ſee 
then who inſpired that clamorous ( tho* con- 
temptible aud blaſted ) Perſzcutor ot this Conn- 
try, who very zealouſly Addrclled the late A. B. 
of Canterbury, that theſe Miniſters might be de- 
prived of cheirhittle Stipends, and that the ſaid 
Stipends might goto maintain that way of Wor. 
ſhip among us, which the Plantation was erected 


on purpoſe for the.peaceable avoiding of.

built us a Synagogue. 

Tc only remains that I give a touch or two up- 
on the Worſhip which is attended in the Syna- 
gogne of the Indians. And firſt, the very Name 
of Praying Indians will aſſure us, that Prayer is 
one of their Devotions ; be ſore they could not 
be our Ekot's Diſciples if it were not ſo. But

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Explications as we embark cur 'own Souls upon 
the Aſſurance of And God has bleſſed our 
education of .thele poor creatures in. ſuch 'a:mea- 
ſure,' that they can Pray and. Preach to better 
edification ( give me leave to lay it) than 
mulritudes of the Romilſh Clergymey. We could 
have Baptiſed many T:aops of Indians, if we 
would have uſed .no other meaſures with them, 
than the RomaneCatholicks did upon theirs at IMa- 
ryland, where they Baptized a great Crew of 
Inatans, in ome new Shirts, deſtuw'd upon them 
to encourage them tnereunto:; but the Iigtans in 
a week or two, not knowing how to wiſh their 
ſhirts, when they werc grown foul, came and 
made a motion , that the Roman Catholicks 
would give more ſhirts to- tliem, or elle they 
would renonnce their B:ptiſm. No, "is 8 
Thorough paced Chriſtianity , without which we 
have not imagined our Indzans Chriitianized, 
Nor have we been acted with a Romgn» 
Catholick Avarice and Falfity and Cruelty in 
proſecuting of our convetſions; tis the Spirit 
of, an ELIOT, thar bas all along diretted us. 
Tis a Specimen of the Popith- Avarice, that their 
Miſlio:.aries are very rarely employ'd but where 
Bever, and Silver, and vaſt Riches are to be 
tacreby gaincd; their Miniſtry is but a fort of 
Engine, [0 enrich Emnropeans with the 1 rcalures 
of the Indies, thus one clcapead from Captivity 
among the Spamar ds, tould me, that the Spaniſh 
Friars had carried racir Goſpcl into the ſpa- 
cious Country of Cu:forniay, but finding the 
. Indians 
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Ingians there to be extreamly poor, they quickly 
yu other the work, becauſe forſooth ſuch a pooy 

ation was not worth converting. Whereas the 
New-Englanders could expect nothing from 
their Indians We are to feed them and 
Cloath them, rather than receive any thing 
from them, when we bring them home to God. 
Again , the Popiſh Falfity difpoſes them to ſo 
much Legerdemain in their Applications, as is 
very. diſagreeable to the Spirit and Progreſs 
of the Goſpel. My worthy Friend, Mynheer 
Daille - who has been ſedulous and fſaccefsful 
1 his Miniſtry among the Magqua's, aſlures me, 
that a French Predicater, having been attempt- 
ing to bring*' oyer thoſe [ndians unto the 
Incereſt (not of our Saviour, fo much as) of 
"Eaxaaa, at lalt, for a cure of their Infidelity, 
told them, he wonld give them a lien of God's 
Diſpleafure at them for it ; The Sun (bould ſuch 
a gay' be put ow. This Territy'd them at a fad 
rate, apd with great admiration and expccta- 
tion, they told the Darch of what was to come 
ta paſs; the Dutch teply'd, This was no mere than 
every Child among them could foretel ; they all knew 
there would then be an Eclipſe of the Sun \, but ( ſas4 
they) fpeak, ro Monfieur, that be would get the Sun 
extingmiſh'd a day before, or a day after what he 
ſpoke of, and if ke can do that, . believe bym. When 
the Indians thus underſtood what a Trick the 
Frenchman would have put. ppon them, they 
becanie irreconcileably prejudiced againſt al! 
his offers 5 nor have the Frerch been fince able 
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to gain much upon that conſiderable: people. 
The New-Englanders have uſed no ſuch Strata 
ems and Knaveries; cis the pure light of truth, 
which is all that has been uſed for the cffeing 
of the rude people, whom *cwas eaſy to have 
cheated into our Proteilion. Much leſs have we 
uſed that Popiſh Cruelty, which the Natives of 
Amrica have by ſome other people been treat- 
ed with, Even a Biſhop of their own, hath pub-+ 
liſhed very tragical Hiſtories of the Spaniſh Cru- 
elties upon the 1ndians of this Weſtern World. 
Such were thoſe Crueltics, that the L[ndiars 
at length declared, They had rather go to Hell 
with their Anceſtors, than to the ſame Heaven 
which the Spaniards pretended wnto. 'Tis indeed 
impuſhble to reckon up, the various and exqui- 
lite Barbarities with which theſe execrable Spa- . 
niar 4s murthered in leſs than fifty.years, no leſs 
than fifty Millions of the Indians; it ſeems this 
was their way'oft bringing them into the Sheep- 
fold of our merciful Jeſus ; but on the other 
ſide, the good people of New-Exgland have car- 
ried it with ſo much tenderneſs towards the 
tawny Creatures among whom we live, that they 
would not own fo much as one foot of Land in 
the Countrcy, without a fair Purchaſe and Con- 
ſent from the Natives that laid claim unto it 5 
albeit we had a Royal Charter from the King of 
Great Britain, to protect us in our ſettlement 
upon this Continent. 1 ſuppoſe, 'twas In revenge 
UPON Us for this Conlcientiouſaeis, that the late 


opprefiors of New Fr2l4ud, acknowledged no 
man 
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man to haye any Title at all, unto one Foot of 
Land in all onr: Colony. But we did, and we 


do think, notwithſtanding the Baaters of” 


ſuch il men, that: the Indians had not by their 
Paganiſm ſo forfeited all Right unto any .of 
their Poſleſſions, that the firſt pretended Chriſti- 
ans that could, might Violently and yet Honeſtly 
ſeize upon them. Inſtead of this, the* people 
of New-England, Knowing that ſome of the 
Engliſh were ſufficiently: coygtous and en- 
croaching,- and that the [ndzans in ſtreights are 
ealily pcevail:d upon, to lell their Lands, made 
a Law, That none ſhould purchaſe, or ſo much as 
R:creve any land of the \nd1ais, without the allowance 
of the G-neral Court, Yea, and ſome Lands which 
were peculiarly convenient for the Irdians, our 
- people, who were more careful of them 
than, they were' of thernſelves, made a Law; 
That they ſhould never be bought ont of their hands, 
1 fupp>lc after 'this, it would ſurpriſe man- 
kind, if chey ſhould hear ſuch wonderfy] Crea. 
cares 2s onr late Secretary, afhrming, The bar- 
barous people were never cwvilly treated by the late 
Government, who made it their buſireſs to encroach 
wpon theer Lands, and by degrees ro drive thees out 
of all, Bur, how many other Laws we wade in 
Tavour of the In454s, is not ealy to reckon vp. 
"Twas one of oor Laws, *Thar for the further 
* encouragement of the hopeful work: among 
"them, 'for the Civilizing and Chriſtianzing ct 
* them, 'any Jzdian that ſhould be bronz}t unto 
* Civility, and come to live orderly in any Er 
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*gliſh Plantatior, ſhould have ſach Allotments 
among, the Englsſh, as the Engliſh had them- 


. * felves., And, that if a competent number of 


© them, ſhould ſo come on to civility, as to be 
*Capable of a Tow:.ſhip, the General Court 
# fhould grant them Lands tor a Plantation,as they 
*do ungo the Engliſh; Altho we had already 
bought up their Clairys unto our Lands, We like- 


iſe had oor Laws, That if any of our Cattle did 


any damage to their Corn, we ſhould make them ample 
ſatssf ittion ;, and that we ſhould give them all manner 
of Aſſiſtance m Fencing of their Fields. And be- 


- cauſe the Indians are «cxccllively given unto the 


vice of Drunkenneſs, wi:ich was a vice unknown 
to them, until the Exgliſh brought Scrong-drink 
in their way, 'we have had a ſevere Law againſt 
all felling or giving any Intoxicating Liquors to 
them. It were well it this Law were more fe- 
yerely Executed. 

By this time I hope I have ſtopp'd the calum- 
nious Exclamations of the RomanCarholicks againſt 
the Churches of the Reformation, for neglecting 
to Evanyelize the Natives of the ladies. But ler 
me take this occaſion to addreſs the Chriſtsan Indi- 
ans of my own Countrey, into ſome of whoſe
